which ſhall be ſet on them either by the General Aſſembly or the Committee 
aforeſaid, and direct the aforeſaid Collectors to receive them ſo; and the atore- 
ſaid Commodities ſo brought into the Treaſury ſhall as fuva as may be, he 
diſpoſed of by the Treaſurer to the beſt Advantage tor ſo much as they will 
fetch in Bills of Credit afore-mentioned, or for Silver or Gold, which Silver 


and Gold ſhall be delivered to the Poſſeſſor of ſaid Bills in Exchange for them: 


That is to ſay, One Ounce of Silver Coin, and fo Gold in Proportion, for ſeven 
Shillings and ſix Pence, and ſo pro ratd tor a greater or leſs Sum; and if any 
Loſs thall happen by the Sale of the aforeſaid Species, or by any unforeſeen 
Accident, ſuch Deficiency ſhall be made good by a Tax of the Year nexc 
following, ſo as fully and effectually to call in the whole Sum of ten Thou- 


ſand Pounds in ſaid Bills hereby ordered to be emitted, and for which a Tax 


on Polls and Eſtates is in this Act laid as a Fund; and if there be a Sur- 
pluſage, it ſhall remain a Stock in the Treaſury.
